Questions relating to final settlement of outstanding claims between 
the Indian exporters and German Democratic Republic importers and vice- 
versa, in respect of contracts concluded prior to 6th June, 1966 are under 
consideration of the Government. Government would like to ensure that in 
dealing with these matters all claims outstanding in favour of the Indian 
exporters due from the German Democratic Republic importers are taken into 
consideration, and, therefore, the Indian exporters should intimate to the 
Ministry of Commerce, Civil Supplies and Cooperation, Deptt. of Commerce, 
[FT(EE) Section] any claim that may be outstanding against the GDR 
parties, with the supporting documentary evidence within one month from 
the date of issue of this Public Notice. The information should be furnished 
giving the following details 

1. Full name and address of the firm. 

2. Contract No. and date. 

3. Name and address of the GDR buyei. 

4. The extent of performance of the contracts on 6-6-1966. 

5. The rate/price mentioned in the contracts. 

6. Payments due on shipments effected on oi after 6-6-1966. 

7. Payments due in full or in part on 6-6-1966 on earlier shipments 

for which documents were on or after that date in the process of 
negotiation or were sent already on collection basis. 

8. Amount of devaluation difference realised fiom the GDR buyer*. 

9. Amount still outstanding,
